They also hare agreed that a 
partial evacuation will begin on 
August 30 of this year when the 
foreign soldiers will leave Dort- 
mund and the cities and places 
outside of the Ruhr which were 
not occupied in accordance with 
the terms of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 
Prime Mimtstcr MacDonald of 


Great Britain also is preparing a 
letter in which he will deny 
charges that he coerced the Ger- 
mans into acceptance of the 
French demand that the Ruhr 
occupation continue for one year 
longer. It is also expected that 
he will issue a statement express^ 
ing the hop* that the evacuation 
may be even speedier than the 
agreement provides.

BERLIN, Aug. 16. — In return for 


acceptance by Germany of the French 
proposal that 
the Ruhr

continue for one more year, France 
haa agreed to desist from her previous 
demand for a corr-iercial agreemer 
and other

were to be lined up with the question 
of military evacuation of the Ruhr, it 
was announced here today. 
It also was announced that Premier 


Harriot of France had agreed to date 
the additional twelve month* of occu- 
pation of -the -Ruhr from tbe present 
month. By this" plan the' last of the 
French troops would withdraw from 
the Ruhr by August 1925. 
The F.rench and Belgians are said 


to have agreed upon the immediate 
withdrawal of 400 of their nationals 
working on the German railway sys- 
tem 
They will demand only the re- 
tention of a restricted body of railway 
employes for the benefit of the occu- 
pation forces. 
The German delegates propose to 


have the present accord on tbe occu- 
pation issue formally incorporated in- 
to the conference protocol, thus mak- 
ing all the signatory powers morally 
responsible for tbe evacuation of the 
Ruhr within one year.
